DISCOURSE ON FUTURE PUNISH- 
MENT. 
By the Rev. Tumoray MERRstr. 
(Continued. ) 


It is generally contended by the advocates 
for Universal Salvation, that sin is,a finite 
evil because it is the “‘act of a finite crea- 
ture” —“‘ the effect of finite principles, pas- 
sions and appetites,” and ** the fault of a 
finite life.” If by “a finite life” 1s meant 
our short life in this world, it is admitted 
that sin is ‘the fauit of a finite life ;” 
but then I observe that the criminality of 
sin is wholly independent of,the cicum- 
stance of time. Frequently the greatest 
crimes are committed in a mome vt. The 
objection also re gards man as fnile with re- 
spect to the maguiude of his powers and 
capacities. This is admitted, out at the 
saine time it is contended that there Is a 
sense in which he is strictly stfinite, viz. 
with respect to his immortality. Here then 
js a sense in which sin is infinite, as corres- 
ponding with the infinite duration, or immor- 
tality of man. ‘This is the foundatioa on 
which everlasting punishmeng rests, and not 
on the degree or magnitude of sin, And 
thus, while every sin deserves everlasting 
punishment, there is room to vaty that pun- 
ishment in degree, so as to. make it corres- 
pond exactly with the degrees of criminali- 
ty found in the different actions aad tempers 
of men. , 

This being premised, it will not be diffi- 
cult to preve that sin is an infinite evil, and 
that it shall be punished with an infinite or 
everlasting punishment. 

1. Sin is the viviation of an infinite law, 
and contempt of infinite authority. The law 
ef God is the eternal rule of right, and binds 
man to perpetual or everlasting obedience. 
It will then foliow that the transgression of 
the divine lawis an infinite offence, because 
it ig the violation of infinite and everkasting 
obligation. He who breaks the aw of God 
ean never repair the breach; and if the sen- 
tence of the law be executed upon him, he 
is consigned to everlasting punishment.— 
Thus, when a man commits treason or mur- 
der, he forfeits his life, and with it all the 
privileges of a citizen, and puts it eut of his 
power for ever, to obey the laws of his coun- 
try. Nor would future obedience, if he 
could perform it, atone for his past crime,— 
No doubt many a murderer would be glad 
to compromise with the law upon condition 
of future obedience: but then if a compro- 

mise be allowed, it must be through the 
mercy of the gevernment, and not by any 
claim which the murderer has in justice. 

This is clearly illustrated in the case of 
our first parents. When they transgressed, 
they feil ; nor could they of themselves, have 
recovered what they then lost. They also 
put it out of their. power to perform the obe- 
dience which the law required ; and had 
not mercy interposed, they would have been 
cut off on the day they transgressed, and 
consigned te everlasting punishment. To 
say otherwise would be to ascribe their sal- 
vation to themselves, and notg{to the grace 
of God, But the apostle has decided this 
point when he says, “ The wages of sin is 
death: but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Jesus Christ our Lord—Kom. vi. 
93. The death here must be eternal, be- 
cause it is opposed io eternal life - otherwise 
the opposition is destroyed. Eternal death 
is the wages of sin; and nothing could re- 
move it but the free, undeserved gift of God, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 














2. Sin is the abuse of infinite’ goodness,

This conduct appears to those who hav 


duly considered it, infinitely base and crimi- 
nal; and hence many have ascribed to sin a 


magnitude equal to that of the goodnesi 
and mercy abused. This at first sight, woul¢ 
seem correct. There is some truth in tit 
axiom which has been iaid down, that th¢ 
criminality of an action increases in propot 
tion with the superiority of him who ss th} 
object of it, and with the magnitude of that 
goodness which is abused, How far this 
reasoning is true in theory, 1 cannot deter 
mine; but that it is true to a great extent, 
we cannot doubt, This gives to sin a mag 
nitude beyond’ our comprehension, ani 
thereiore it is called infinite. But itis sufi- 
cient for my present purpose to consider Ue 
mercy and goodness of God as*infinite n 
duration, and as designed to make hi» cres- 
tures everlustingly happy: and then the uy- 
avoi:lable inference will be, that the abuse 
of that goodness is an evil infinite in the 
same sense, and deserving everlasting pur- 
ishment. 

§. Sin is the refusal of eternal life, and 
must therefore deserve eternal death, ot 
everlasting punishment. Sinners reject tht 
council of God, and put eternal lite fiom 
them. They neglect that great salvatios 
which was obtained by the blood of Chris, 
and is freely offered to them in the gospel. 
This renders it peculiarly just sat they 
should be * pumshed with everiasting de- 
struciion from the presence of the Lord, and 
from the glory of his power.” The sm in 
this case must be as great as the blessigg 
refused ; and as the blessing refused is e- 
erlasting life, the wages, or desert of thit 
refusal, must be everlasting death. The 
consequence cannot fail, It is as certain is 
that the veggar who refuses the offer o! ford 
and hospitable entertainment, deserves to go 
hungry and cold, and shail sutier all the evds 
of his own obstinacy ;—as certain ‘4s that 
the sick person who refuses med cine, shal 
die for his temerity. 

In the conduct of the sinner who refuses 
eternal jife on the terms of the gospel, 
found .ll the stupidi:y and toolhardiness ot 
slighting his own mercies ; al! the baseness 
ofingratitude ; all ‘the criminulity of pre 
sumption and rebellion aganst the Su- 
preme Ruler of the univers ; and tlus by a 
creature destined to exist fur ever, though 
repeatedly instructed and admonished of the 
danger of his conduct !

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MEMOIR OF AVERY LITTLE.

AVERY LITTLE, the subject of this me- 
moir, was born of respectable parents, in the 
town of Marshfield, Piymouth county,and as 
he advanced in life, was beloved and respect- 
ed by all who knew him, for the many so- 
cial virtues which adorned his character.— 
But passing over the particulars of his early 
life, we will follow him to more mature age, 
It pleased God to pour out his spirit iv a re- 
matkable manver in this town, in the year 
1819. Through the instrumentality of our 
Br. E, Taylor, a particular attention to ihe 
great things of religion was manifested by 
the young people, and many of them became 
the subjects of converting grace. At this 
time, our beloved friend was awakened toa 
sense of his lost and undone state by nature, 
and was brought to see that by the deeds of 
the law he could not be justified. At this 
time he frequently attended the religious 
meetings, gave himself to reading the scrip- 
tures, inerder to find the way of life and 
salvation. He resolved to stay at his fath- 
er’s house, as his religious privileges there 
were great, rather than go abroad for buti+ 
ness, until he found the evidence of his ac- 
ceptance with God. He jomed the class 
as a seeker, and continued in the use of 
the means of grace for some time, without 
receiving the blessings he so earnestly de- 
sired. But such was the mfluence of temp- 
tation, he was led to dispair of mercy, and 
by degrees, to lose the apxisty he had felt 
for the salvation of lis soul. He thev cn- 
gaged in teaching writing in this and the ad- 
joining towns, and insensibly drank into the 
spirit of the world, until bis religious impres- 
sions almost left him. In this state he con- 
tinued until the spring of 1823, when it pleas- 
ed God to bring him to the borders of the 
grave. A fatal consumption had fixed upon 
his vitals, and threatened him with immedi- 
ate dissolution. In this state,his former con- 
victions were brought tohis mind. Though 
occasionally he appeared to manifest a spir- 
it of indifference, yet a deep melancholy 
seemed to fix upow him, and he wanted to 
shun the society of Christians, especially the 
ministers of the gospel ; and so flattering was 
his disorder that he still entertained a hope 
of his recovery, until the month of Jaly,wnen 
he failed very fast, and concluded he should 
notlivre. He now felt great concern for his 
soul. and observed he could see nothing be- 
fore him but a miserable eternity. On Sun- 
day, Oct. 5th, he appeared very low and ex- 
pressed a wish, for the first time, to see the 
minister who occasionally preaches in the 
neighbourhood, but would not consent to 
have him sent for. On Monday he said he 
had given up all hopes of recovery, and re- 
quested his friends to fix his things to leave, 
while the tears that trickled down his face, 
bespoke the anguish of his soul. On Tues- 
day afternoon he observed to his mother, 
that he had got to die and go to eternity, in 
an unprepared state. And the expressions 
which then dropt from his lips, were sufficient 
to convince any one ofthe importance of re- 
ligion in a. dying hour. Oh, says he, Ihave 
no Saviour. On being told that he had, he 
observed, I am so great a sinner, I have sin- 
ned away the day of grace, | fear mercy is 
clean gone forever. Oh! Father, pray for 
your dying son. Ob! Mother and sisters, 
pray for me,—what a poor time this is to 
prepare todie. Ihave enough to do now 
to bear the pains of the body, His friends 
continued to pray for him, and, to use the 
language of his sister, “it was indeed an aw- 
fultime.” The answer appeared to be, ‘I 
have called but you Wve refused. There- 
fore | will laugh at yourcalamity, and moc? 
when your fear cometh.” ~ After this, he 
appeared more comfortable in body for some 
hours, and requested his friends to send for 
Br. Pierce, of Duxbury ; but he was not at 
home, He then requested them to send for 
some one who could pray with him. On 
hearing that I was at a. distant part of the 
town, he wished I might be sent for. Know- 
ing of his situation, my desire was, while on 
my way thither, that God would give him 
the evidence ef pardon before he left the 
-world. It was about 10 o’clock in the ey- 
ening when I arrived at the house, he then, 
with a faltering voice, told me the dreadful 
state of his mind. He appeared to have a 
realizing. sense of the natare of sinjand tho’t 
he was thegreatesiof sinners. After giving 
him some suitable advice, [| engaged in pray- 
er for him, in which I believe he joined with 
all the fervour of his soul. After this, he 
observed, “I always meant to have reli- 
gion before I died, but now it is too late, 
Oh! my friends, take warning by me, not 
to do as I have done.” | He then requested 
us to pray without ceasing. He contiau- 
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ed in this frame of mind for more than four 
hours, contiually crying to God for mercy, 
until he, quite exhausted,he fell back in his 
chair, and we all supposed that he would 
breathe no more, After continuing in this 
state for some time, he suddenly raised his 
hands, and with joy beamiug in his counte- 
nancé, he-cried out, | have found my Sav- 
iour. Oh !glory to God.—Praise Him. He 
then requested his sisters to.jom in singing. 
He continued in this extacy of joy as long 
as he could speak or make any motion ; and 
the last sound that. could be heard from his 
lips was, ‘* praise God.” And then his 
happy spirit took its flight, as we trust, toa 
better world than this eon Wednesday moro- 
ing at halfpast six,Oct. 8th, in the 27th year 
of hisage. His funeral was attended on 
Saturday the 11th by a large concourse of 
people who appeared deeply interested in 
the scene.

TRIAL FOR MURDER. 

At the lace sitting of the Supreme Judicial 
Court holden at Augrsta, Me. came on the 
trial of Mehitable Wilson, charged with the 
murder of John Valentine, a coloured boy 7 
years of age, under her protection. After 
hearing witnesses and counsel the jury re- 
tuned a verdict of not guilty! Vhis is one 
of the most singular verdicts we recollect 
evertohave known to be given in by a set 
of jurors inour country. Witnesses to the 
number of thirteen, swore to the unprece- 
dented cruelty with which the boy liad been 
treated —he had often times been beat so se- 
verely by this wretch, that the blood was 
seen running from him, by the neighbours— 
she had declared that she should-think no 
more of killing him than she should a black 
snake—she had almost starved him to death, 
and so crippled him that he could scarcely 
walk. One witness testified that she saw 
the boy on the Wednesday before he was 
missing, and that * he was very hungry, and 
begged for something to eat; he was quite 
lame ; the flesh was off his toes,entirely raw ; 
he complained of his feet being sore, and 
asked for rags to wrap around his toes.”— 
Another swore that he ‘found the boy on 
the bed, his clothes were on, he was deail, 
there was some froth wept oui of his mouth 
and some blood with it,” and that’ he was 
commanded, by this disciple of the devil, to 
put the boy into a bag with some stones and 
throw him into the river, which through fear 
he did! The whole evidence is a history of 
unmerciful cruelty, sufficientto make human 
Nature recuil at the very idea that such a 
scene had taken place in a civilized country, 
and among christians.
